At one time 
she formed a scheme for nursing the children of the 
poor so that their mothers would have been enabled 
to hire out for the day.” On January 4 last, Mrs. 
Dudley wrote to Mr. Meyrick from New York as 
follows: ‘ 

“I can not say that the suicidal impulse never ro- 
turns, but I have taken the precaution to insure my 
personal safety. 

She offered in the same letter to pay the passage 
of a friendless orphan from England to America. 
She seemed greatly interested in the orphan, and 
said she would find her lucrative employment if she 
came to America. Continuing, Mr. Meyrick said: 
“The girl was never connected with politics, and I 
believe that the excitement caused by the recent 
dynamite outrages in England caused her brain to 
give way.“ | 

A NATIONAL FUND FOR MRS. DUDLEY. 

A movement has been started in Nottingham 
to raise a national fund to defray the expenses 
necessary to Mrs. Dudley's defense. A circular is 
being distributed urgently requesting the people of 
Great Britain to contribute to the fund to defend 
Mrs. Dudley, that heroic English woman who re- 
solved to rid civilization of its greatest enemy.

THREATENING CLERKENWELL PRISON. 

The police officials in charge of Clerkenwell Pris- 
on, where Cunningham and Goodyear are confined, 
and the Scotland Yard detectives were thrown into 
a-state of great excitement to-dax by the receipt of 
fresh information that a formidable attempt would 
be made to rescue the prisoners by destroying the 
Clerkenwell buildings by dynamite. The structure 
was immediately placed under the guard of special 
constables An extra force of detectives has been 
detailed to patrol the different streets leading from 
Clerkenwell to the Bow Street P Court. 
CUNNINGHAM AND THE UNDERGRO EXPLOSIONS. 

It is stated to day that several persons identified 
Cunningham as the man seen in the immediate 
vicinity of each of the recent underground railway 
explosions directly after their occurrence, and 
who disappeared before the police had time to 
gather at the scene. Detectives have long been on 
the watch for this man, but were unable to trace 
him from the description given persons in the 
vicinity of the explosion. Chief Williamson of the 
Scotland Yard, yesterday, in looking over the writ- 
ten descriptions of the man, noticed the exactness 
with which they tallied with Cunningham's appear- 
ance. He immediately sent for the persons who 
gave the descriptions. They identified Cunningham 
as the man from among five others. 

FURTHER IDENTIFICATION OF THE PRISONER. 

In addition to the general evidence collected by 
the police against Cunningham as one of the 
dynamiters active in the last year's explosions at 
different stations on the underground railway, 
Superintendent Williamson has obtained special in- 
formation which will probably warrant an indjct- 
ment against the prisoner for personally 
operating the dynamite which caused the explosion 
on the 2d of last month near Gower Street Station. 
The guard on the attacked train and the sergeant 
ofjpolice, who examined the passengers when the 
train arrived at Gower Street Station identified 
Cunningham as one of the three men at the time 
suspected of having caused the expiosion. 

A FIEND'S DOOM. 

John Lee, the ex-convict who murdered Miss Key, 

a wealthy lady, in her mansion at Babhbicombe,

Boston, January 4.—Harvard College faculty by 
an almost unanimous vote passed a motion to have 
a conference between a committee of the faculty 
and a committee of the students in the near future. 
The first conference will be merely to settle the 
question whether it would: be advisable for the 
students to co-operate with the faculty in college 
matters, and, if advisable, to determine the best 
way to get a satisfactory representation of the 
students. Each class will elect four of its members 
for the first conference. This committee of sixteen 
will meet Prof. Shaler, Guerney and Palmer and 
Messrs. Wendell and Croswell of the faculty com- 
mittee. The problem will be to determine 


the best means for the student 
representation. It has been proved practically im- 
possible for the faculty to agree on the student 
com mittee, for when attempted, every one was dis- 
satisfied with every one else's list. The only way 
is to have a satisfactory election come from the stu- 
dents and to give the power to the joint committees 
to expel any member not efficient. The faculty, of 
course, will have the power of veto. The theory of 
student arbitration has been carried out successful- 
ly at other colleges, and the different members of 
the faculty are very sanguine of a satisfactory re- 
sult at Harvard.

We have not seen a copy of the bill in question, 
and if it was an attempt to subject railroad 
companies in such cases to a responsi- 
bility not imposed on other companies or em- 
ployers, it deserved its fate. Railroads are en- 
titled to precisely the same measure of justice 
in their relations to employes as other employ- 
ersare, But in respect to this matter of ro- 
spousibility for damages to employes not guilty 
of contributory negligence, the laws of Mis- 


souri are far behind those of France, Germany, 
England and some six or seven States of our 
Union. Even the Supreme Court of the United 
States has recently restricted the defensive 
plea of negligence on the part of a co-employe 
to cases of negligence in the same rank, grade 
or department of the service, where the em- 
ployes are presumably on their guard against 
each others negligence or incapacity, and in 
part, at least, responsible therefor. 


INDIAN LANDS. 

Secretary TELLER’S. proposition that Con- 
gress cannot open the Oklahoma lands to white 
settlers without first obtaining the consent of 
the Indians from whom the lands were pur 
chased is not tenable. The dictates_of human- 
ity and of a pacific policy are the only re- 
straints under which Congress is placed in deal- 
ing with Indians who are neither citizens of 
the United States nor subjects of any recog- 
nized foreign power. 

The United States Supreme Court has held 
that Indian tribes dwelling within the juris- 
diction of the United States are not foreign 
powers, and that the agreements made between 
them and our Government are not treaties in a 
legal sense, and are destitute of legal force, A 
so-called treaty setting apart a tract of land 
for a tribe of Indians does not vest in the tribe 
a legal title to the land, nor divest the United 
States of its ownership. The Indians are 
merely tenants at will, and the agreement per- 
mitting them to occupy such land may ba ro- 
voked or disregarded by Congress, without 
the assent of the Indians, as it has only the 
force of a moral obligation, to be measured by 
the promptings of good faith and humanity on 
the part of Congress. The primary disposal of 
the soil remains in Congress until a permanent 
title is vested in some person or corporation by 
patent, and only as individual citizens of the 
United States or in a corporate capacity can 
Indians acquire or convey such a title. 

In dispossessing them of lands set apart for 
them by agreement, it is of course incumbent 
on Congress to provide well for them, to satisfy 
them and to obtain their consent, if possible. 
But, if that is not possible, Congress is still 
undera primary and paramount obligation 
to dispose of all land to individual 
owners and cultivators, as fast as may 
be required to meet the demands of a spread- 
ing civilization and a rapidly multiplying pop- 
ulation. The only hope for the Indian is in the 
abandonment of his tribal communism, and the 
assumption of a new relationship which will 
make him a citizen and the owner of land by a 
legal tenure in severalty. The bills now pend- 
ing for such a solution of the Indian Territory 
problem would make its present Indian resi- 
dents the richest and best provided for commu- 
nity of landlords in the world. It is proposed to 
sell for their benefit all lands not allotted to 
them in severalty, and even to make ample 
provision against their being cheated out of 
their allotments and homes for twenty years. 
What is now a nominal, precarious and worth- 
less possession to them, would thus be cenverted 
into a secure and valuable one, and no equal 
number of people on the globe would be as well 


provided for.

He is constituted,in all cases, 
the arbitracir in disputes ween the 
consumers and the companies can 
compel the companies to carry out his decisions b 
fines varying from $10 to $250. The salary of th 
offic.al was fixed at $3,000, which was to be paid by 
the gas conrpanies, and he was to be furnished with 
an and ali necessary appliances for testing 
gas.

more than three per cent gain of the meter. the 
meter is found to gain fifteen per cent, a rebate is 
given for three months preceding. y the in- 
spector of the company is allowed to touch the 
meter and no private inspection is permitted under 
auy circumstances.
